Washington 

After three months of 
juggling, begun almost im- 
mediately after the 1970 
off-year elections, the new 
political structure of the 
Nixon administration fi- 
nally is near completion. 

Its principal element is the 
shifting of all but the highest 
policy decisions and unavoid- 
able political public relations 
tasks from the White House, 
to the newly beefed-up Re- 
publican National Commit- 
tee. 

The President, as the lead- 
er of the Republican Party, 
of course will continue to call 
the main shots, with counsel 
from ranking political advis- 
ers of the past, notably Attor- 
ney General John N. Mitchell 
and Mr. Nixon’s closes t 
White House lieutenants. 

But as a major step to ena- 
ble both ‘the President and 
Vice President Spiro Agnew 
to adopt lower political pro- 
files in 1971 than they had in 
1970, most of the political 
support staff and functions 
are being moved to the na- 
tional committee. 

The new national chair- 
man, Senator Bob Dole of 
Kansas, will assume most of 
Agnew’s old role as the 
hard-hitting partisan spokes- 
man of the GOP, with the 
Vice P r e side n t resuming 
more of his early 1969 duties 
as liaison with state and lo- 
cal officialdom and a sales- 
man of administration pro- 
grams on that level. 

CHAIRMEN 

The new c o -c h a i r m a n, 
Thomas B. Evans Jr., nation- 
al committeeman from Dela- 
ware, has taken over the 
day-to-day operation of the 
committee. Anne Armstrong, 
national committeewoman 
from Texas also appointed a 
co-chairman, is there mainly 
to placate GOP women. 

The beefed -u p structure 
now also has two deputy 
chairmen, Richard Richards, 
former Utah state chairman, 
handling political organiza- 
tion, and Lyn Nofziger, who 
is leaving the White House 
Congressional liaison staff to 
handle media and communi- 
cations at the committe e. 
Nofziger did the same job for 
California Governor Ronald 
Reagan in 1967-68.

local Republican leaders 
around the country, including 
assistance on the relatively 
few election campaigns 
scheduled in 1971, is to be 
handled by the national com- 
mittee. 

Murray M. Chotiner, who 
joined the White House politi- 
cal staff in January, 1970, os- 
tensibly to help the adminis- 
tration gear up for the 1970 
elections, is expected to 
leave shortly. His departure 
will leave Harry Dent, for- 
mer South Carolina party 
chairman, as the sole politi- 
cal operative on the White 
House staff. 

LIAISON 

Another White House aide 
involved in the 1970 cam- 
paign, Charles Colson, is to 
resume his earlier function 
as liaison with various spe- 
cial groups, from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to the 
AFL-CIO and various serv- 
ice, religious and ethnic or- 
ganizations in-between. 

Dent last year divided re- 
sponsibility with Chotiner for 
overseeing 1970 elections in 
all 50 states. Chotiner had 31. 
including California and 
most of the other large 
states, and Dent had 19, in- 


cluding those in Ms native 
South. 

Henceforth he is to revert 
largely to his 1969 role as the 
“political antenna” at the 
White House for the Presi- 
dent and ranking Nixon lieu- 
tenants, keeping in touch 
with political developments 
in and out of the COP struc- 
ture around the country. 

Dent also is to continue Ms 
old function of political pub- 
lic relations at the White 
House — helping important 
political figures reach or get 
answers from the President 
when they can’t- be shunted 
to the national committee for 
resolutions of their problems. 

SENATORS 

Republican senators whose 
support the President needs 
for his ambitious legislative 
program obviously fail into 
the category of those who 
still will be able to call the 
White House directly for aid. 

The big shift in the politi- 
cal focus from the White 
House to the committee has 
not been cleared in any sig- 
nificant way with party lead- 
ers around the country. But 
it is anticipated that when 
they understand how the 
committee has been 
strengthened, and how the 
new structure will work, they 
will support the approach. 

The shakeup. according to 
i n f o r m e d administration 
sources, stemmed from three i 
main f acto r s: widespread j 
criticism of the 1970 cam- j 
paign, despite post-election 
claims of v i c t o r v by the 
President and Agnew; the 
decision to launch a heavy 
domestic legislative program 
needing bipartisan support; 
Mr. Nixon’s own concern 
that he was being labeled ex- 
cessively as a “policical 
President.” 

“In 1971, you’re going to , 
see very little of the political j 
hat,” one White House source 
put it,
